Vermont Paving

Last Link In 23-Mile Traffic
Artery Will Soon Be

Completed
Paving of Vermont avenue to-
day was progressing at a rapid

rate in the vicinity of the Santa
Fe railroad tracks, work having
been started at 228th street, the
north end of the job, and continu-
ing south, it was learned in g
check-up today. The paving, of
cement concrete, is being laid in
three 10-foot strips, making a 30-
foot traffic artery.

Lrading on the job, which ex-
tends between 228th street anq
Anaheim road, I8 completed with
the exception of. twe~fHls which
are being made at grade separa-
tions at the Santa Fe and Pacific
Electric  railyoad tracks. These
fills are well under way, and are
at the south end.

Intluded in the improvement
project is the grading and paving
of Amaranth avenue,” which ig
parallel to Vermont. Total length
of improvements on both streets
is  3.48 miles, according to the
county road department. Improve-
ment of Amaranth avenue begins
at the end of Normandie avenue
at Lomita boulevard and extends
southerly to its junction with Ver-
mont avenue just north of Ana-
heim road. The improvement will
connect Normandie davenue with
Gaffey street, which leads south-
erly to the coast line.

Completion of the Vermont link
will provide a traffic artery more
than 23 miles in length, beginning
at Los Feliz boulevard at the bot-
tom of Griffith Park and extend-
ing southerly to the harbor. The
work is being done by the Peck
Contracting Company, low bidders
on the job, for approximately
$185,000. The improvement is be-
ing financed by the county, out of
gas and license tax funds. Con-
tract was awarded last Janua.
27 and work was started on Feb-
ruary 23,
